Dear Ms. Connor: 

In accordance with Fed. R. App. P. 280, we write to inform the Court of a 
new development in the above-captioned case. 

The government previously informed the Court that respondent Frederick 
Springer was returned to the custody of the Bureau of Prisons in December 2012 
following the revocation of his supervised release. In accordance with the Adam 
Walsh Act, the Bureau of Prisons subsequendy evaluated Springer to determine 
whether, in its view, Springer meets the statute's criteria for civil commitment upon 
release, which is currently projected to take place in November 2013. On February 
22, 2013, the Bureau of Prisons formally certified Springer as meeting the criteria for 
civil commitment. Under the Act's customary procedures, that certification will 
trigger a new action in district court in which the government will bear the burden of 
establishing that Springer should be committed as a sexually dangerous offender. 

At oral argument in this case, the Court discussed with counsel questions of 
mootness arising from Springer's re -incarceration. The government stands ready to 
provide further briefing on this question if the Court believes that additional 
submissions would aid its consideration of the case.
